Menu by Inventive Cc'lege Qirts Gives 
Hint for Impromptu 
Meat. 

Here is t'..c slmiilc but dellcloua 
menu sn ved by a i,arty of hcveu girla 
in a New England college recently, 
as a relief from the monotonous Sun 
day night supper.

South Gaza- 
land, coninionly called "The (Jard»"-n 
of Rhodesiu.*' The photograj)h 
clearly ahowa'flie destruction wrought 
on the triant forest trees by the 
dinibing iiar;i.-itie figs common to 
most tropical forests. The seeds of 
these figs are deposited hy the fnut- 
eating birds which frecjuent thi' for- 
(st, and, rapidly germinating in any 
tn'\ ice containing decaying matter, 
speedily envelop the foater>parent — 
causing its death hy a process of 
stranj:^lation. A close inspection of 
the photo;!;raph will show that what 
at first seetns to l>e tl-e jjnarled ;iiid 
knotted bulk of some forest raonardi 
is merely a collection of these snake- 
liko climbers. On looking farther 
one can see the head and shoulders 
of a man emerging from what ap- 
jiears to be the solid tre*-, Imt is in 
reality only a hollow shell fonaed bj 
the mnrderona paraaitaa.
